100,000. 
Heart disease now stands at tHe 
head of the list of k illers.

colored deaths per 
100,000. 
Cancer is 
fourth, with

deaths. 
Intluenza, so far this year, has been

harmless,

white and 88 colored deaths per 100.- 
000. 
Drowning k illed nearly as many peo­ 
ple as measles, eight white persons and 
nine colored persons per loo.ono

tomobile accidents were I uh<*r than 
any previous year, being responsible 
for 14 white and 13 colored deaths out 
of each 100.000.

"Before the process of converting 
natural ga s into ga soline wa s discov­ 
ered millions of dollars’ worth of na t­ 
ural ga s had been a llowed to esca pe 
into the a tmosphere,” the report points 
out. 
"The industry originated in 19 11 
and that first y ea r the output wa s 
7,425,8 30 ga llons of gasoline. 
Today 
there are in the United Sta tes 603 
plants with a combined capacity of 
more than a billion ga llons a y ear. 
Of the total number of pla nts 530 are 
in a ctive operation. 
An insta nce of 
development in this industry is shown 
by a single company , which in 19 16 
had no fa cilities for producing this 
ga soline and in 19 24 produced 19 ,000,- 
000 gallons.

from the air, has at times totaled 9 
per cent of all the motor fuel manu­ 
fa ctured In the United Sta tes.

When these pmiched-tall seed lob­ 
sters are taken the lobsterman carries 
them to market with the rest of his 
catch. 
The dealer pays him at the 
same rate as for others. 
Ip turn, the 
dealer saves the “seeder” for tpe State 
of Maine collection boat Sheldrake. 
which makes regular trips along the 
coast. 
The state officials reimburse 
the dealer for his outlay, and the seed 
lobsters are returned to the water.

Gasoline Made of Gas 
That Was Once Wasted 


Chicago.—O nce shot Into the air and 
lost, natural gas is now’ liquefied Into 
gasoline, that turns the w heels of mo­ 
tor cars on a thousand highways, at 
the rate of nearly 2,500,000 gallons a 
day, 
according 
to a 
report 
of the 
American Research foundation. 
“ B e f o r e the process of converting 
natural gas into gasoline was discov­ 
ered m illions of dollars’ worth of nat­ 
ural gas had been allowed to escape 
into the atm osphere,” the report points 
out. 
"The industry originated in 1911 
and that first year the output w as 
7,425,830 gallons of gasoline. 
Today 
there are in the United States 608 
plants with a combined capacity of 
more than a billion gallons a year. 
Of the total number of plants 580 are 
in active operation. 
An instance of 
developm ent in this industry is shown 
by a single company, which in 1916 
had no facilities for producing this 
gasoline and in 1924 produced 19,000,- 
000 gallons. 
“T his 
gasoline, 
literally 
grabbed 
from the air, has at tim es totaled U 
per cent of all the motor fuel manu­ 
factured in the United States.

homa stands first with 119 plants and 
six more are being built.
